UAW Rejects 
GM Oittered 
45-Hr. Week 


DETROIT, Oct. 28.— (4) —The 
CIO United Automobile Workers 
today flatly rejected a proposal by 
General Motors Corporation that 
employes raise their earnings by 
working a 45-hour week during 
the reconversion period. The plan 
is “a conspiracy against millions 


of returning veterans,” the UAW 
charged. 

The giant corporation, faced by 
the prospect of a system-wide 
strike approved by 
last week, proposed in a 
from GM President C. E. Wilson 
to the union, that the UAW join 
with the corporation in asking 
congress to modify the wage and 
hours act. 

General Motors, making its first 
direct reply to the union’s de- 
mands for a 30 per cent wage 
boost, asked joint action to bring 
a change in the standard work 
week from 40 hours to 45 “for 
the reconversion period only.” 
Coupled with the proposal was an 
offer to pay six per cent more 
an hour @r straight time. 

The answer to the proposal was 
made by Walter P. Reuther, vice 
president of the UAW and direc- 
tor of the union’s General Mo- 
tors department. 


Farmer Slain 


In Row Over 
Mule; 2 Held 


TIFTON, Ga., Oct. 28—(/)— 
Dan M. Walker, 73, prominent 
farmer, was beaten fatally with 
a stick from a pecan tree early 
today and two men have been 
arrested on charges of murdering 
him, W. A. Ross, of the Georgia 
Bureau of Investigation, reported. 

Ross named the two as John 
F,.. Smith, 40, and his nephew, 
Jordan Vann, 18. They were ar- 
rested, he added, by himself and 
Deputy Sheriff John Duffy. 

The GBI investigator quoted 
witnesses as saying Mr. Walker 
was beaten by Smith and Vann 
in a fight at the Walker home aft- 
er an argument over the price of 
a mule and other farm property. 

He said that Smith admitted 
taking part in the fatal alterca- 
tion but claimed that Mr. Walker 
had a knife. Vann, arrested when 
he visited his uncle at the Tift 
county jail, denied having any 
'part in the fight, Ross said.

_ Among State Leaders

ALBANY, Ga.” Oct. 28.—The Albany Herald, one of America’s 
distinguished newspapers and one of Georgia's best known insti- 
tutions, has celebrated its 54th birthday and is now “going strong” 


on its 55th milestone. 

Because of the paper shortage, | 
the Herald staged no formal cele- 
bration of the event. But the 
Herald “family,” consisting of its 
employes, gathered for a small 
party to cut a huge birthday cake. 
Henry T. McIntosh, majority own- 
er and editor, presided 
event. 

It was fitting that “H, T. M.,” 
as he signs himself, should have | 
this honor. For just as the Al-| 
bany Herald creates and reflects | 
the prevailing public opinion of 
southwest Georgia, so the paper 
is merely a reflection of the genius 
and character of the McIntosh 
clan, father and son, who since 
1891 have moulded the destiny of 
an entire section. Since 1892, 
when he came to the paper at the 
age of 18, “H. T. ” has re- 
mained on the job. 


One may glimpse the prestige | 
and power of this newspaper by a 
glance at ‘its circulation figures.

The people of Albany make an 
unusual boast, one that most other 
cities and communities in Amer- 
ica might well envy. They say 
that they have long since reached 
the point which makes possible 
a complete attitude of racial and 
religious toleration as between 
Protestants, Catholics and Jews. 

Albany is like that! 

But why? 

Most people here will say that 
it is due largely to the influence 
of the McIntosh family as express- 
ed both personally and through 
their newspaper, the Albany 
Herald. 

However that may be, it is a. 
fact that during the troubled days

of the 1920s, when the Ku-Klux 
Klan came to great power in some 
sections of Georgia, it made little 
or no headway in Albany and in 
the rest of southwest Georgia., It 
existed, to be sure, but it never 
gained political control and there 
it died a premature death. 

The reason? 

INSPIRED BY H. T. M. 

People here say that it met a 
united opposition from leaders of 
all classes of opinion, leaders 
whose thinking owed its inspira- 
tion to “H. T. M.” and his news- 
paper. 

And what does “H. T. M.” say 
about it? 

“Albany is just like that!” he 
commented, obviously seeking to 
Play down his own role in the 
great play of public opinion. 

The reply itself gives a keynote 
to his character. He is a modest 
man, a man of great ability and 
shining accomplishment but one 
who always gives others the great- 
er share of the credit. 

Like all good newspapermen, 
“H, T. M.” has some very defi- 
nite ideas about why his newspa- 
per is a success, 


PRINT NEWS FIRMLY 

“We print all the legitimate 
news and we try to be fair about 
it,” he says. “The success we 
have had is due directly to the 
fact that we have lived up to the 
rules of good journalism. 

“When we first started, we had 
many requests from people who 
wanted news kept out of the pa- 
per. Much of this news was legiti- 
mate and I made a practice of 
refusing such requests. I believe 
that the readers of a newspaper 
are entitled to the legitimate news 
and we've insisted on it here in 
the Herald office. Now, it’s a very 
rare thing for anybody to ask us 
to suppress legitimate news. 

“Then again I have a journal- 
istic passion for fairness. No mat- 
ter what the issue or the contro- 
versy, we try to be fair here. That 
is, we try to give all sides of the 
news in our news columns. We 
reserve our own views for our 
editorial page. There, if we de- 
sire, we Have a journalistic right 
to take a partisan stand. But it’s 
our rule that there shall be no 
partisanship in our handling of 
legitimate news. There, I think, 
may be the answer to the influ- 
ence of our newspaper.” 

The people of southwest Georgia 
say that all this is true; but they 
insist it’s only part of the truth. 
The other part, they say, lies in 
“H. T. M.” himself and in the 
legacy that he inherited from his 
father, the late Henry M. MclIn- 
tosh, founder of the Herald. All 
these factors combined, they say,

make up the character of the 
Herald and the spirit of its jour- 
nalistic “family.” 

“The spirit we have here in our 
part of the state is a great thing,” 
comments “H. T. M.” “But it’s 
a mistake to say that I’ve played 
such a big part in bringing it 
about. I’m only carrying on what 
my father started. He fixed the 
course and we have followed it. 
It’s true this paper has succeeded, 
but the man most largely responsi- 
ble for that is John A. Davis, our 
vice president and business man- 
ager. John Davis and I have been 
associated for 47 years and we've 
never had a disagreement of any 
kind. He's the man who has made 
this paper what it is today!”’ 

Some of “H. T. M.’s” associates 
smiled when they heard that com- 
ment. His only daughter, Mrs. 
Martha Nall, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Herald company and 
society éditor, said: 

“Welk, I still think you're a 
grand man!” 

“But you are prejudiced!” re- 
plied “H. T. M.” 

“H.8T. M.” sits at a large desk 
in a corner room on the second 
floor of the Herald building. Be- 
fore him, he keeps a picture of 
his father, who died in 1925—a 
man whose face reflected his char- 
acter. 

“Please tell us something about 
your father,” the reporter sug- 
gested. 

LAUDS SCOTCH SIRE 

He looked at the picture a min- 
ute and then said that Henry M. 
MéIntosh had all the characteris- 
tics of his Scotch ancestors. 

“Our forbears were among those 
Scotch Highlanders who came. to 
North Carolina about the time of 
the Revolutionary War,” he con- 
tinued. “They settled at a little 
place they called Glasgow. My 
father’s people came down from 
North Carolina and settled near 
Thomasville, Ga. There he was 
born. 

“In his youth, my father went 
to Quitman, Ga., and there work- 
ed on the old Quitman Banner. 
In 1876, he founded the Quitman 
Free Press. The next year, 1877, 
he came to Albany and establish- 
ed the Albany Advertiser, a week- 
ly paper. Later, he combined an- 
other weekly, the Albany News, 
into a daily paper which he call- 
ed the News and Advertiser. That 
was in 1880. Albany then had a 
population of 4,004. It was the 
smallest town in the world with 
a daily newspaper. 

“He published the News and 
Advertiser until early in 1891 
when he sold it, intending to get 
out of the newspaper business. 
But, as you may guess, his reso- 
lution didn’t stick, and in Octo- 
ber, 1891, he founded the Albany 
Herald as an afternoon paper. Lat- 
er, it became a morning paper. 
We finally settled down to our 
present status as an afternoon pa- 
per. 

E. P. HOWELL HELPED 

“In those days, we had no tele- 
graph service. So my father, a 
friend of Evan P. Howell, arrang- 
ed with Julian Harris, then man- 
aging editor of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, to telephone to us for 20 
minutes eachinight a summary of

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the main telegraph news of the 
day. As news editor, I used to 
take these messages every night. 

“At the outbreak of the Span- 
ish American War, my father ap- 
plied to the Associated Press for 
a news service. The AP couldn't 
see how a daily paper published 
in a town as small as Albany 
could possibly pay the assess- 
ments. Accordingly, they requir- 
ed my father to put up a $1,000 
bond to guarantee payment. Long 
after we got our :AP franchise, 
Melville Stone, then AP general 
manager, found this bond and sent 
it to my father. Here it is now.” 


The reporter examined the docu- 
ment, one of the rare curios of 
newspaper history. It was dated 
on May 9, 1898, and obligated Hen- 
ry M. McIntosh to pay $1,000 to 
cover AP assessments. 

“My father was an extraordi- 
nary man,” continued “H. T, M.’ 
He came up from scrate 
to fight for what ee 
he got. He had 
opinions and he 
was willing to 
fight for them, 
too. But his 
epinions were 
always tolerant & 
opinions based ™ 
on high moral } 
and ethical Be 
standards. He 
wanted to do 
the right thing 
and fair thing 
and that was 
what he tried to 
do in his news- 
papers. John A. Davis 

“I was raised in that sort of an 
atmosphere and, as an only child, 
had the full benefit of my father’s 
advice and influence. So, you’see, 
the Albany Herald is merely a re- 
flection of my father. I have sim- 
ply tried to carry on where he 
left off.” 

In more ways than one, Henry 
M. McIntosh was a pioneer. He 
is, in fact, the man who started 
the movement away from the one- 
crop cotton economy, the economy 
that long spelled bankruptcy for 
Georgia and the south. g@ | 

In the early 1890’s, it’s said that 
there wasn’t a farmer in southwest 
Georgia who grew his own hay. 
Henry M. McIntosh decided to do 
something about it and he did. 
BOOSTS HAY MAKING 

In 1894, through the Albany 
Herald, he staged a “Hog, Hominy 
and Hay” campaign, offering 
prizes of $250 in gold to the farm- 
ers who grew the best hay, the 
best peavine hay and the best 
grass hay. 

“He had to borrow the money 
to pay off the prizes,” commented 
“H, T. M.” “But the campaign 
was a huge success. At an exhibi- 
tion here the public became inter- 
ested and the businessmen of Al- 
bany took up the idea. Now, this 
is one of the best hay-growing sec- 
tions of the country. We raise cat- 
tle and hogs and the people make 
a lot of money at it.” 

He stopped for a minute in 
thought. 

“You know,” he continued, “I 
don’t believe that year in and year 
out any farmer in this entire sec- 
tion ever cleared any money on 
cotton!” 

But what a different story to- 
day. Asa result of the movement 
started by Henry M. McIntosh, the 
Albany area is now a paradise of 
diversified agriculture — blooded 
cattle, fine hogs, peanuts, pecans, 
tobacco, some cotton, also a host 
of industries large and small, many 
of them locally owned and locally 
operated and each of them de- 
pendent upon the natural and agri- 
cultural resources of its own area. 
FOLLOWS FATHER’S PATH 

“When -you’re the son of a man 
like that,” said “H. T. M.” quietly, 
“you've got’ something to live for 
and something to live up to. That’s 
my inspiration and I’ve just tried 
to pass it along to other members 
of the Herald family.”

“T think it’s because neither my 
father nor I ever had an ambition 
for political office,” he replied. 
“Since he founded the Herald, nei- 
ther of-us ever considered political 
office. Hence, there was always 
a certain degree of sincerity in our 
atttitudes. That, I think, gives 
our newspaper a prestige that it 
couldn’t have obtained otherwise.” 

Yes, there’s still another influ- 
ence in the life of “H. T. M.” For 
more than 40 years he has taught 
a Bible class in the Presbyterian 
church at Albany, a class that now 
has a membership of 250 men and 
women, The Herald's radio station 
broadcasts this program every Sun- 
day. 

DISCUSS PROBLEMS 

“That has given me an influ- 
ence I wouldn’t have otherwise,” 
he explained. “I get letters from 
people all over southwest Georgia, 
and visits from them, too—people 
who listen in and then want to 
talk it over. They come, white 
and black alike and talk about the 
problem. That’s one of the main 
interests of my life.” 

He thought for a moment and 
then smiled. 


“Don’t forget to mention my 18- 
year-old granddaughter, Alice 
Nall, now a student at Queen’s 
College, Charlotte. As my only 
grandchild, she occupies a large 
place in my life.” 

“H. T. M.” has in his office one 
of the finest collections of Indian 
flint arrowheads in the world. He 
explained that they all came from 
the Flint river section in the area 
around Albany.

Is Explained 


For Veterans 


Editor’s Note: The following 
is the final of a series of articles 
offering guidance to veterans 
seeking to purchase surplus gov- 
ernment property. The sugges- 
tion is made that it be clipped 
and saved, for future reference. 


Here is a check Jist showing the 
various steps -veterans must fol- 
low to buy surplus government 
property. Keep this list and check 
off each step after you have com- 
pleted it, so that you will not be 
prevented from getting the prop- 
erty you want because of lack of 
“Laper work”: 

1. Take your discharge papers, 
terminal leave papers or other 
proof that you are a veteran of 
this war to the nearest Smabler 
War Plants Corporation office. 

2. Present to SWPC or to a dis- 
posal agency for forwarding to 
SWPC a description of the busi- 
ness, profession or employment in 
which you will use surplus gov- 
ernment property and a list of the 
kind and quantities of property 
you wish to purchase. 

3. Get a certificate from the 
SWPC stating that you have pref- 
erence rights as a veteran to buy 
surplus government property and 
listing the kind and quantities of 
such property that you want to 
buy. If there are different kinds 
of surplus property involved, the 
SWPC may give you more than 
one certificate. 


4. Present this certificate to the 
disposal agency actually selling 


the property you want to buy. The) 


SWPC will help you to find the 
proper disposal agency. If it is 
difficult for you to deal direct 
with the disposal agency, you may 
ask the SWPC to handle the trans- 
action for you. 


5. Upon learning from the dis- 
posal agency where the property 
you want to buy is located, you 
will probably want to inspect this 
property yourself, If you do, you 
have that right. 

6. After finding property that 
you wish to buy and inspecting it

with the disposal agency or 
through SWPC if you are not 
Gealing directly with the disposal 
agency.

THE PULSE OF THE PUBLIC 


‘The Task of | 
Modern Legislation 


When they sat them down to write the Con- 
stitution of the United States; that great docu- 
ment which, after bitter effort and a not incon- 

siderable amount of political skullduggery, at last was adopted by 
the narrowest of margins, the authors had in mind three chief points. 


They wished to secure the public good, protect private rights and 
achieve popular government. 


In writing of the difficulties of ‘such a plan, James Madison 
noted, in the Federalist: 


“The most common and durable source of factions has been the 
various and unequal distribution of property. . . . A landed inter- 
est, a manufacturing interest, a mercantile interest, with many lesser 
interests, grow up of necessity in civilized nations and divide them 
into different classes actuated by different sentiments and views. 
The regulation of these various and interfering interests forms the 
principal task of modern legislation. ., .” 


I ask that you note the words “modern legislation.” 
was writing it. the early hours of the new republic. 


To him the fact the small land owners and artisan class were 
violently opposing the Constitution was an alarming factor. Had 
not Alexander Hamilton worked so diligently and pulled so well 
so many political strings, it would not have been adopted. Some- 
times I think it a pity that we teach our young students that the 
Constitution was conceived on a sort of colonial Mount Sinai and 
handed down to a grateful and unanimous people. 


To us of today the problems ‘of those times seem of microscopic 
consequence. There were only 13 states and less than 10,000,000 
population. The nation was more than 90 per cent rural. There 
were but two regions, north and south, both of slim living and 
hard work. The people were of relative homogeneity. There were 
few occupations. What there were were largely primary; that is, 
farming, mining, lumbering, fishing and trapping. Wealth largely 
was in the land, homes and small stores. It was a nation of man- 
power and horsepower, of poor roads and poorer communications.

Modern Legislation cal commentators and side-line ob- 
servers now and then indulge in wistful, somewhat nostalgic gen- 
eralizations about going back to “the old ways”; the “ways of the 
founding fathers,” and so on. 


The founding fathers were disturbed about regulating the con- 
flicting interests of a few farmers, trappers and fishermen. 

Today, with a nation steadily growing more preponderantly 
urban; with six great regions.af varied interests; with more people 
in a half dozen different racial groups than all of Madison's early 
America; with 50,000,000 persons gainfully employed: with com- 
munications so scientifically conceived as to be beyond the under- 
standing of most of the people; with a new source of energy more 
pow.rful than electricity and steam combined; with vast corpora- 
tions and vast organizations of men and women who work for 
them—what then? 

We can only say with Madison, touching hands and minds across 
more than a century and a half, that “regulation~of-these various 
and interfering interests forms the principal task of modern legis- 
lation. ...” 


Answer What this answer will be none can foresee. Since poli- 
tics springs out of economics, we must keep in mind 
we have seen a depression, breaking with the suddenness of a 
typhoon in October, 1929, continuing with lessening degree into the 
demanding toil and accelerated production of a great world. war. 

Economic strictures required the participation’ of government 
controls restricting production: economic demands of war demanded 
intervention of government to control prices, increase production, 
freeze wages and intervention in labor disputes. 

It was in 1868 that “modern legislation” sought to contro] work- 
ing conditions, The state of New Hampshire in that year limited the 
hours of work to 10 per day. From that statute has evolved the 
Wagner act of today. already in need of amendments. 

It already is obvious that today a struggle goes on between man- 
agement and labor designed to influence “modern legislation.” 
Management hopes the present period of confusion will cause con- 
gress to pass stricter control and accountability of labor unions. 
The unions hope to maintain and strengthen the legislation which 
now protects them. 

We, as a nation, are in a sort of interlude. 
more intervention by government, or less. 

To the observer and the reader of history, one lesson ought to 
be plain to both management and unions. 

If necessity demands the intervention of government, there 
will not again be a chance to remove it. The power of management 
and unions will grow less and less. 

The time for volutary agreements, of a spirit of collaboration 
between management and unions, is now.

: But a point for us to remember is that 
War Quickly Born the events leading up to the late world 
war were not so long incubating as the public generally has been 
led to asume. — 

Approximately 21 years elapsed between the end of World War 
I and the outbreak of World War II. No one foresaw in 1918 that 
Germany would be able to launch another world conquest in the 
short span of two decades. | 

Yet the realities of the matter are that Germany did not spend 
20 years preparing for the second conflict, but actually only about 
six years. It was not until Hitler came into power in 1933 that 
the German nation began its vast preparations. 

Before the advent of the Hitler regime German internal 
affairs were in a terrible state. German economy was at a low 
ebb, industrial production was far from normal, and the country 
faced a vast unemployment problem. 

By regimenting the nation and putting everyone to work in 
the production of arms, Hitler in the brief space of six years 
was able to build up the greatest military machine in the world, 
All of this was done not in 20 years, but six years. It was an 
amazing performance, 


No more amazing, however, or as much so, as 
Fast Work what we ourselves did. At the outbreak of the 
war in Europe we were, as Gen. Marshall has said, no more than 
a third-rate military power. Altogether we had some three and & 
half divisions of trained troops scattered over the country. 

Beginning with Pearl Harbor, when we really swung into action, 
we built up the greatest military and naval force in all history in 
the even shorter period of three and a half years. 

It simply .goes to show what a great nation can:do if it sets its 
will to war. 

It should be a warning to us of the danger of some future dic- 
tator coming into power in a hostile nation. If we drop our de 
fenses we may never be given time to prepare. Mr. Truman has 
well said that the past war marked the last time the United States 
will be given the luxury of time in which to prepare. 

Atomic weapons and the new scientific devices of warfare 
ushered in by robot bombs make the problem all the more acute, 
Safety lies in our ability to keep our defenses intact, ,

BUT HERE in the giant auto- 
mobile industry there is more at 
stake on both sides than the mere 
question of wages, it becomes ap- 
parent on investigation. Other 
issues reach deep and wide be- 
cause of this key industry’s close 
relations with so many others. 
They go far beyond Detroit. 

On the side of labor, the CIO’s 
United Automobile Workers is 
capitalizing the present situation 
to aim for a greater influence in 
decisions of industry itself. That 
has been a constant goal of its 
alert leadership, which is impelled 
by a social philosophy. 


THIS IS OBVIOUS, in the ap- 
proach used by» Walter Reuther, 
UAW vice president who directs 
union matters with General Mo- 
tors. He-is asking that the work- 
ers, as an economic unit, share in 
management’s information about 
profits and prices, and that wages 
be tied up with profits and 
prices. 

This would make labor more of 
a partner in the industry, with 
its own economy considered a 


regular part of the whole economy 
of production. Mr. Reuther argues | 
it is in the public interest; that 
the public should know whether 
price increases are necessary in. 
event of wage increases. 


IN THE PRESENT instance of 
the union’s demand for 30 per 
cent increase he insists a price in- 
crease is not justified, in view of 
profits and other factors. Indus- 
try claims a price increase would 
be necessary. This is a matter of 
controversy which will not be re- 
solved here.

What makes him great, aside from his ability to throw the ball 
and run with the football, is his hair-trigger thinking. 

Coach Frank Thomas frankly declares he has never seen 
a player like him. Few southern players ever have been put 
on a spot like Gilmer. Yet he thrives on it. 

It’s best not to rush Gilmer ox passes, for he is terrific 
when crowded. He's an All-American as a sophomore. Make 
no mistake about that.

Before the Potsdam conference, 
United States government officials 
had advocated combined news op- 
erations by all occupying powers. 
Even then it appeared inevitable 
that division in news transmission 
and news publication would lead 
to discrepancies emphasizing the 
different character of occupation 
policies. 

OVERALL GERMAN AGENCY? 


But the Potsdam conference did 


‘not bring agreement on creation of 


one overall German news agency, 
jointly supervised by competent 
representatives of the four occupy- 
ing powers. Although it was de- 
cided that Germany should be 
treated as a single economic unit, 
re-education began from four dif- 
ferent directions and is oriented 


toward four different aims. 


Each occupying power is foster- 
ing among readers of the press it 
controls understanding, admiration 
and interest in the institutions of 
that country. 

Thus, United States-controlled 
papers attempt to counteract prej- 
udice about America’s alleged 
“decadent” civilization. In the 
British-controlled papers can fre- 
quently be found photographs and 
feature articles on such subjects 
as the British parliamentary sys- 
tem, the composition of the new 
government or the sacrifices made 
by the British people in wartime. 
In the Russian-controlled zone, ar- 
ticles from Pravda and Izvestia are 
frequently reprinted with evidence 
of the Soviet way of life printed 
in news, features and even in fic- 
tion. The French-controlled press 
is moving more and more toward 
implementing the policy expressed 
by Gen. Charles De Gaulle dur- 
ing his recent tour of the Rhine- 
land, that there is a close link be- 
tween the people of this German 
region and the people and culture 
of France. 

DISPEL PREJUDICES 

It is, of course, useful that the 
Allied-controlled German press 
should dispel prejudices created 
by 12 years of Nazi propaganda. 
However, since emphasis is placed 
usually on the activities of only 
one power, the reader—particular- 
ly in Berlin, where papers con- 
trolled by three administrations ap-

The day following his speech 
Tuomioja denied an Aftonbladet 
report that the value of these Ger- 
man assets had been fixed at $15, 
000,000.

Steel Recovers 


Slowly From 
Coal Strike 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 28.—(?)— 
The steel industry is recovering | 
slowly from the recent coal strike, | 
but its effects will be felt for 
some time, the trade publication 
Steel declared today. 

Operating difficulties, continued | 
mnsettied labor outlook and an ac- | 
tive demand are fofcing produc- | 
ers to turn to the necessity of ra-| 
tioning, Steel reported. 

“Greatest stress is on sheets and | 
strip but rationing is being ap- 
plied increasingly to all major) 
products, except plates and alloy | 
steels. One large steelmaker now | 
has practically all his products on 
such a basis, effective for the most 
part as of the first of next year,” 
the magazine said. 

“Except for merchant pipe, set 
up on a monthly basis, quotas 
generally are on a quarterly ba- 
sis. Another producer is applying 
quotas to narrow strip, setting 
them up for third quarter of next 
year, the most extended action of 
this sort yet reported. 

“Where mills have not establish- 


ed a formal basis of rationing | 


their acceptance of business is 
highly selective. In some cases, 
involving light flat products in 
particular, some producers con- 
tinue virtually out of the market 
for the present,” Steel said. 

Estimated national steelmaking 
rate last week remained unchang- 
ed at 65 per cent of capacity de- 
spite halting of the coal strike. 
Pittsburgh advanced one-half 
point to 49% per cent, Detroit 
four to 88, Buffalo nine to 69%, 
Cleveland one-half point to 81 and 
New England one to 80. 

Chicago dropped one point to 
72 per cent, Wheeling 342 to 60% 
and Youngstown two to 45. Rates 
were unchanged in Cincinnati at 
71, Eastern Pennsylvania 71, St. 
Louis 68 and Birmingham 95.
